lhe  Minister  represents  that  the  Corporation  state 
that  the  reason  they  apply  for  such  a large  area 
around  the  lake  and  river  is  that  the  water  may  be 
preserved  from  contamination,  and  that  nearly  all  the 
land  applied  for  consists  of  barren,  rocky  hills,  with  a 
few  patches  of  comparatively  level  land  from  a few 
yards  to  a couple  of  acres  in  extent. 

The  Minister  states  that  the  Agent  of  Dominion 
Lands  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  at  New 
Westminster  has  made  the  following  report  upon  the 
application  made  by  the  City  Council  of  New  West- 
minster : — 

“The  growth  of  the  City  being,  comparatively 
speaking,  in  its  infancy,  it  is  extremely  important 
that  this  water  supply  shall  be  guarded  and  preserved 
from  all  sources  of  contamination.  From  an  inspec- 
tion made  of  this  lake,  it  appears  that  only  a small 
portion  of  the  adjoining  lands,  namely,  on  the  south- 
west side,  could  be  made  of  any  use  whatsoever  for 
cultivation,  and,  therefore,  although  the  whole  area 
included  in  the  application  might  be  considered  as  a 
large  area,  yet  for  all  practical  purposes  it  is  of  no 
commercial  value.  The  lake  lies  in  a valley  and  the 
lower  stretches  are  covered  with  smallish  timber, 
which  improves  the  locality  as  a water  basin,  and  it  is 
considered  very  desirable  that  effective  measures  be 
taken  to  prevent  this  young  timber  from  being 
destroyed  by  forest  fire.  There  is  very  little  merchant- 
able timber  in  or  surrounding  the  basin. 

“As  matters  stand  at  the  present  time,  an  adven- 
turer could  easily  settle  on  some  point  on  the  shores  of 
the  lake  and  cause  great  uneasiness,  in  many  respects, 
to  the  City  authorities  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  City 
who  use  the  water.” 

The  Minister,  seeing  no  objection  to  the  application 
made  by  the  City  Council  of  New  Westminster  being 
granted,  recommends  that  a patent  for  the  land  be 
issued  in  their  favour,  upon  receipt  here  of  the  amount 
they  offer,  namely,  8250,  and  on  filing  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  at  their  own  expense,  a plan  of 
the  survey  of  the  tract  applied  for,  approved  by  the 
Surveyor-General  of  the  said  Department.

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
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inanity,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly

At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.

Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 


By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
[see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railway 
Bill  i adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill.

VANCOUVER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  No.  420. 


A.  By-law  to  Amend  By-law  No.  li'i,  known  as  the 
Procedure  By-la iv  ” : 


TTTHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  amend  the 
W “ Procedure  By-law  ” : 

Be  it,  therefore,  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
in  open  meeting  assembled  as  follows: — 

1.  By-law  No.  32,  known  as  the  “Procedure  By- 
law,” is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  follow- 
ing clause,  to  be  known  as  clause  87a  : — 

Duties  of  Accountant  or  Comptroller. 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller: 

1.  To  supervise  and  examiue  all  accounts  rendered 
against  the  city  and  submitted  for  payment,  before 
the  same  are  presented  to  the  respective  committee  of 
the  Council  to  be  dealt  with. 

2.  To  ascertain  and  report  on  each  account  submitted 
or  payment  of  which  is  claimed  against  the  city, 
whether  such  account  has  been  properly  incurred,  and 
the  liability  so  incurred,  if  any,  by  the  city  has  been 
properly  and  legally  authorised,  having  regard  to  the 
resolution,  by-law,  or  contract  under  which  the  debt 
shown  by  the  account  is  stated  to  have  been  incurred. 

3.  To  ascertain  whether  the  correctness  submitted 
to  the  city  for  payment  have  been  properly  vouched 
for  by  the  officer  of  the  city  whose  duty  it  is  to  vouch 
for  the  same. 

4.  To  ascertain  whether  in  the  case  of  any  account 
against  the  city  for  goods  or  material  supplied  to  the 
city  a requisition  was  duly  and  properly  made  out, 
signed  and  delivered  by  the  proper  officer  authorised 
to  sign  the  same  before  such  goods  or  material  were 
supplied  or  delivered. 

5.  On  the  Comptroller  being  satisfied  that  all  the 

requirements  of  the  resolution,  by-law  or  requisition 
have  been  complied  with  under  or  by  virtue  of  which 
the  claim  against  the  city  is  said  to  have  been  incurred, 
he  shall  so  certify  in  writing,  and  provided  that  there 
is  sufficient  money  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation 
out  of  which  such  amount  is  to  be  paid,  he  shall  sub- 
mit the  account  to  the  committee  of  the  department 
having  charge  of  the  same  for  consideration  and 
approval:  Provided,  that  if  there  is  not  sufficient 

money  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  he  shall  so 
certify  and  report  to  the  Council. 

6.  The  Comptroller  shall  submit  a special  report, 
containing  his  reasons,  to  the  Council  concerning  any 

account  if  in  his  opinion  the  conditions  of  the  Act, 
by-law  or  resolution  under  which  such  account  has 
been  incurred  have  not  been  complied  with,  or  if  there 
is  not  enough  money* 1 2 3 4 5 6 7  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation 
out  of  which  such  account  is  to  be  paid  or  debited,  or 
if  the  resolution,  by-law,  contract  or  requisition  under 
or  by  virtuo  of  which  the  account  is  alleged  to  have 
been  incurred  is  in  his  opinion  ultra  vires  of  the  power 
of  the  Council  or  officer  signing  or  vouching  for  the 
same.

8.  After  the  accounts  properly  certified  as  correct 
and  pay  able  by  the  city  have  been  passed  by  the  Coun- 
cil to  be  paid,  the  Accountant  or  Comptroller  shall 
receive  the  same  back  from  the  City  Clerk,  and  shall 
make  out  the  cheques  or  warrants  for  the  payment  of 
the  same  to  be  signed  by  the  officers  of  the  city  whose 
duty  it  is  to  sign  all  cheques  or  warrants  for  payment 
of  money,  and  shall  hand  the  same  with  the  accounts, 
certificates  and  vouchers  attached,  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  city. 

9.  After  the  accounts  have  been  paid  and  the  vouch- 
ers accepted  the  Comptroller  shall  receive  the  same 
back  from  the  Treasurer,  after  examination  by  the 
Auditor,  properly  folded  for  filing  away,  and  shall  file 
the  same  away  in  his  office  for  reference  at  any  future 
time. 

10.  He  shall  at  the  end  of  each  financial  year  pre- 
pare, in  duplicate,  an  abstract  of  the  expenditure  and 
receipts,  assets  , including  all  personal  property  and 
liabilities  of  the  city,  in  such  form  as  the  Council  may 
from  time  to  time  direct.  In  order  to  ensure  and 
facilitate  an  accurate  statement  of  the  assets  being 
made  the  head  of  each  department  shall  make  a report 
in  writing  to  the  Comptroller  fourteen  days  before  the 
end  of  the  financial  year,  of  all  the  property,  both  real 
and  personal,  of  the  city  that  is  in  his  control,  pos- 
session, or  in  use  by  the  department  of  which  he  is 
head,  together  with  a statement  of  the  condition  such 
property  may  be  in. 

Duties  of  Auditor. 

1.  The  Auditor  shall  examine  and  report  on  all 
accounts  and  books  of  account  affecting  the  corpora- 
tion or  relating  to  any  matter  under  its  control  or 
within  its  jurisdiction  for  the  financial  year  ending 
31st  day  of  December  each  year. 

2.  He  shall  make  a report  on  all  accounts  and  books 
audited  by  him,  and  if  he  shall  discover  the  expen- 
diture of  moneys  of  the  city  without  lawful  authority 
or  in  excess  of  authority  he  shall  forthwith  make  a 
special  report  of  the  same  to  the  Council. 

3.  He  shall  examine  all  books  of  account,  counter- 
foils and  receipts  showing  receipt  of  moneys  by  any 
department  or  officer  of  the  city,  and  shall  satisfy  him- 
self that  the  amounts  received  have  been  paid  over  to 
the  Treasurer  and  by  him  deposited  in  the  bank  of  the 
city  and  to  the  credit  of  the  city,  that  the  same  have 
been  placed  in  the  books  of  the  city  to  the  credit  of 
the  department,  appropriation  or  fund  to  which  the 
same  should  be  credited. 

4.  He  shall,  on  the  25th  day  of  each  month,  prepare 
and  sign  a report  certifying  that  he  has  examined  the 
books,  accounts  and  vouchers,  showing  expenditure 
and  receipts  by  the  city  during  the  preceding  month, 
and  shall  make  a report  thereon,  stating  in  any  such 
report  if  any  payment  has  been  made  on  any  account 
exceeding  the  amount  to  the  credit  of  the  appropria- 
tions set  apart  from  which  such  account  is  payable, 
and  if  any  payment  that  should  have  been  made  to  the 
city  have  not  been  so  made  and  the  reason  thereof. 

5.  He  shall,  at  the  end  of  each  financial  year,  exam- 
ine and  audit  the  abstracts  of  receipts,  expenditures, 
assets  and  liabilities  of  the  city  prepared  by  the  Comp- 
troller under  Clause  10  hereof. 

6.  He  shall  personally  verify,  or  otherwise,  the 
report  of  the  heads  of  the  departments  containing  a 
statement  of  the  assets,  both  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty of  the  city,  as  given  to  the  Comptroller,  and  shall 
specially  report  to  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the 
financial  year  on  the  condition  of  such  real  and 
personal  property. 

7.  He  shall  from  time  to  time,  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  make  such  recommendations  to  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Council  for  the  better  method  of 
keeping  the  books  of  departments  and  auditing  the 
accounts  of  the  city,  and  the  ascertaining  and  record- 
ing a correct  statement  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of 
the  city.

debentures,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  or  at  such  bank  in  the  City  of 
London,  England,  as  the  City  Council  may  by  resolution  direct,  coupons  to  be  attached  to  the  debentures 
for  the  payment  of  the  said  interest  and  the  principal  to  be  payable  at  the  Treasurer’s  office  in  the  City 
of  Vancouver,  or  at  such  bank  in  the  City  of  London,  England,  as  the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  said  debt  and  the  payment  of  the 
interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  aforesaid  as  the  same  become  due,  there  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  as  follows  : — 

As  to  $4,545. 15,  the  portion  thereof  to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  real  property  hereinbefore  mentioned  and 
specified,  there  shall  be  assessed  and  levied,  over  and  above  all  other  rates,  the  said  annual  sum  of  $484.30$ 
in  each  and  every  year  until  the  said  sum  of  $4,545.15  and  interest  is  fully  paid  by  special  rate  per  foot 
frontage  upon  all  thesaid  real  property  according  to  the  respective  amounts,  rates  per  foot  and  yearly  rates  here- 
inbefore recited  and  set  forth , such  special  rate  to  be  assessed  and  levied  in  each  and  every  year  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary  taxes  are  assessed  and  levied,  and  as  to  $2,454.85,  the  portion 
thereof  to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  whole  municipality  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  there  shall  be  assessed  and 
levied  annually  above  all  other  rates  the  sum  of  $261 .29?-,  by  a special  rate  sufficient  thereof  on  all  ratable 
property  of  the  said  City,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  all  other  rates  are  assessed  and  levied. 

4.  The  amount  of  the  special  rate  or  frontage  tax  levied  hereunder  shall  be  added  to  the  taxes  for  the 
financial  year  in  which  such  rate  or  frontage  tax  is  assessed  and  levied,  and  such  special  rate  or  frontage  tax 
shall  be  dealt  with  in  every  respect  as  ordinary  land  or  real  property  City  taxes,  and  may  be  enforced  and 
recovered  in  the  same  way,  whether  by  the  sale  of  the  land  or  real  property  upon  which  the  same  attaches, 
or  by  registration  as  charge  upon  such  land  or  real  property  or  otherwise. 

5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  owning  real  estate  upon  which  such  annual  rate  as  aforesaid  is  to  be 
levied  to  commute  for  such  annual  payment  of  same  by  paying  a principal  sum  at  the  date  of  this  by-law  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  City,  or  by  paying  a principal  sum  at  the  end  of  any  year  thereafter,  the  amount  to  be 
determined  as  follows  : — 

The  present  value  of  4%  per  annum,  compound  interest,  of  the  several  payments  to  be  made  annually 
by  such  applicant  at  the  time  of  his  application  shall  be  determined,  and  such  value  shall  be  the  amount  of 
commutation  money  to  be  paid  by  such  person,  and  upon  payment  of  the  said  sum  the  levying  of  the  special 
rate  upon  real  estate  property  of'  such  persons  shall  at  once  cease  and  determine  : Provided  any  amounts 
paid  under  this  clause  shall  be  invested  according  to  the  provisions  relating  to  the  investment  of  the  City 
Sinking  Fund. 

6.  The  said  Corporation  reserve  the  right  to  re-purchase  from  time  to  time  any  or  all  of  the  said 
debentures. 

7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  from  time  to  time  to  re-purchase  any  or  all  of  the  said 
debentures,  at  such  price  or  prices  at  or  below  par  value  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed  upon.

And  whereas  the  Court  of  Revision  has  duly  sat,  heard  and  confirmed  the  special  rate  and  assessment  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  in  open  meeting  assembled, 
as  follows  : — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  to  raise,  or  cause  to  be  raised  by  way 
of  loan,  from  any  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  upon  the  credit  of  the  debentures  hereinafter 
mentioned,  a sum  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  $9,500,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  paid 
into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  for  the  above  recited  objects.

tures, at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  or  at  such  bank  in  the  City  of  London, 
England,  as  the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct,  coupons  to  be  attached  to  the  debentures  for  the  payment 
of  the  said  interest,  and  the  principal  to  be  payable  at  the  Treasurer’s  office  in  the  City  of  Vancouver,  or  at 
such  bank  in  the  City  of  London,  England,  as  the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  said  debt  and  the  payment  of  the 
interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  aforesaid  as  the  same  become  due,  there  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  as  follows  : 

As  to  $6,171.75  for  the  portion  thereof  to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  real  property  hereinbefore  mentioned 
and  specified  there  shall  be  assessed  and  levied,  over  and  above  all  other  rates,  the  said  annual  sum  of 
$311.82  in  each  and  every  year  until  the  said  sum  of  $6,171.75  and  interest  is  fully  paid  by  special  rate  per 
foot  frontage  upon  all  the  said  real  property  according  to  the  respective  amounts,  rates  per  foot  and  yearly 
rates  hereinbefore  recited  and  set  forth,  such  special  rate  to  be  assessed  and  levied  in  each  and  every  year  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary  taxes  are  assessed  and  levied,  and  as  to  $3,328.25,  the 
portion  thereof  to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  whole  Municipality  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  there  shall  be 
assessed  and  levied  annually  above  all  other  rates  the  sum  of  $168.18  by  a special  rate  sufficient  thereof  on 
all  ratable  property  of  the  said  City,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  all  other  rates  are  assessed 


and  levied. 

4.  The  amount  of  the  special  rate  or  frontage  tax  levied  hereunder  shall  be  added  to  the  taxes  for  the 
financial  year  in  which  such  rate  or  frontage  tax  is  assessed  and  levied,  and  such  special  rate  or  frontage  tax 
shall  be  clealt  with  in  every  respect  as  ordinary  land  or  real  property  City  taxes,  and  may  be  enforced  and 
recovered  in  the  same  way  whether  by  the  sale  of  the  land  or  real  property  upon  which  the  same  attaches,  or 
by  registration  as  charge  upon  such  land  or  real  property  or  otherwise. 

5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  owning  real  estate  upon  which  such  annual  rate  as  aforesaid  is  to  be 
levied,  to  commute  for  such  annual  payment  of  same  by  paying  a principal  sum  at  the  date  of  this  by-law 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City,  or  by  paying  a principal  sum  at  the  end  of  any  year  thereafter,  the  amount  to 
be  determined  as  follows  : — 

The  present  value  of  4 % per  annum,  compound  interest,  of  the  several  payments  to  be  made  annually 
by  such  applicant  at  the  time  of  his  application  shall  be  determined,  and  such  value  shall  be  the  amount  of 
commutation  money  to  be  paid  by  such  person,  and  upon  payment  of  the  said  sum  the  le\ying  of  the  special 
rate  upon  the  real  estate  property  of  such  person  shall  at  once  cease  and  deteimine. 

Provided  any  amounts  paid  under  this  clause  shall  be  invested  according  to  the  provisions  relating  to 
the  investment  of  the  City  Sinking  Fund. 

6.  The  said  Corporation  reserve  the  right  to  re-purchase  from  time  to  time  any  or  all  of  the  said 

debentures.  * . J 

7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  from  time  to  time  to  re-purchase  any  or  all  of  the  said 

debentures  at  such  price  or  prices  at  or  below  par  value  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed  upon.
